The legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 1 DOLLAR is on one side. 

The other side apparently reads IOACHUM 1822 with 9 stars in the center 
and 2 between each side of the date and the legend making a total of 13. 

The crude letters and stars do not rise above the field, but are even with 
the field and are surrounded by a small depressed area. Each star is a 
circular depressed area and consists of three lines. Each letter is 
surrounded with a depressed area. There is part of a scalloped border 
visible on the denomination side. 

The piece is silver. It is heavily buffed. The edge is irregu- 
larly round and has gashes in it. 

Although I have seen writeups of the Joachum matter in numis- 
matic news media, I have never heard of anything reliable as to facts. In 
1822 there was a financial panic in Missouri and silver was scarce. There 
is a Joachim Creek which was used for floating mined lead to the Mississippi 
River at Herculaneum, but the spelling is different. Unless someone has 
some reliable information, we must classify this piece as an amusement made 
long after 1822 and unrelated to Missouri.

I am sorry to have held on for so long to the enclosed George 
Washington medal. Its finish is such as to make any kind of sampling 
obtrusive and it is too large to fit into the SEM that is at my disposal. 
There was therefore no alternative but to wait until I could have a 
conventional x-ray fluorescence analysis carried it. This was done 
last week at the Brookhaven National Laboratory by Ms. Elinor Norton, 
an experienced analytical chemist. I was there while the scans were 
taken and handled the piece myself. 

The actual scan is enclosed, but the result is simple and 
clear. Tin is the only major element present, with antimony present 
at ca. 1 %, copper at perhaps 0.1 % and lead even lower. There seems 
to be no intentional adulteration of what may be described as a ’pure* 
commercial tin. I am not in a position to give an opinion as to whether 
this is too pure a tin for the time in which this piece was struck, or 
supposed to be struck. The metal is certainly astonishingly pure. 

I hope that this information is of some use.

E-6823-X - 2.70.87 grams is a medal in tin with George Washington on 
the obverse and a quotation from Washington’s letter to Hamilton on 
the reverse. This had been cleaned. The question asked was whether 
it was tin. 

A non-destructive analysis made by x-ray fluorescence was conducted 
at the Brookhaven National Laboratory and the scans show that tin is 
the only major element, that antimony is present to the extent of 
about 1% and copper present at about 1/10 of 1%. There is a very 
minute trace of lead. All three of these minor elements are normally 
found in commercial tin in various amounts depending upon where the 
tin came from. There is no intentional adulteration. 

The reason for the delay in returning this piece is because of the 
necessity to have the above mentioned test made without cost to ANACS.

I do not see any difference in the edge between Lot #1333 in 
the Garrett Collection sale as you state.

I have studied the Interesting pictures of the die break on the 1861 
"0" Mint Ealf Dollar. The extra breaks do not seem to be on either 
example I have, but both of them are worn. 

I think we ought to check the American Numismatic Society example of 
the Confederate Half Dollar unless you have already done this to deter- 
mine whether the new breaks exist on it. 

It ha 9 occurred to me that breaks may be weaker or may not show up if the 
striking pressure Is not as great. In other words, if a planchet is a 
little thinner or is hot, the die break should not show up as well. If 
a planchet were too thick the die break might be more evident. Does 
this make any sense? 

Thanks for developing the problem.
